No Balanced 
Budget Seen 
For Next Year 
WASHINGTON

Fin al decision s hav e n ot been 
reached, they said, bu t admin is­ 
tration officials wrestlin g with the 
problem are talkin g of this gen er­ 
al ou tlook for the bu dget to be pro­ 
posed n ex t Jan u ary ; 
1. Despite all efforts to balan ce 
the bu dget, defen se spen din g an d 
schedu led tax redu ction s probably

the y ear startin g n ex t Ju ly 1. 
2. Bu t the “ cash” bu dget, which 
in clu des social secu rity tru st fu n d 
accou n ts an d other items n ot cou n t­ 
ed in the regu lar admin istrativ e 
bu dget, probably will show a bal­ 
an ce for the first time in sev eral 
y ears. 
This pictu re came from con gres­ 
sion al sou rces who are in close 
tou ch with admin istration fiscal 
plan n in g, bu t who asked n ot to be 
qu oted by n ame. 
Rev ised figu res for the cu rren t 
y ears, en din g n ex t Ju n e 30, in di­ 
cate spen din g of $72.1 billion an d 
rev en u e of $68 .3 billion . This wou ld 
be an admin istrativ e deficit of $3.8 
billion . The “ cash” deficit for this 
y ear is estimated at $500 million . 
Con gressmen said the admin is­ 
tration wou ld feel it has made good 
^progress if it can elimin ate the cash 
^d eficit n ex t y ear in the face of 
schedu led rev en u e losses. They said 
admin istration officials are ban k­ 
in g stron gly on a balan ced admin ­ 
istrativ e bu dget for the followin g 
y ear, 1955.

Mo Balanced 
Budget Seen 
For Next Year 
WASHINGTON 
OB — Congres- 
sional sources said today another 
^ fed eral deficit next year is indi­ 
c a t e d in the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration’s advance budget prospects. 
Final decisions have not been 
reached, they said, but adminis­ 
tration officials wrestling with the 
problem are talking of this gener­ 
al outlook for the budget to be pro­ 
posed next January: 
1. Despite all efforts to balance 
the budget, defense spending and 
scheduled tax reductions probably 
^w ill add up to a red ink figure of 
C r o m two to five billion dollars for 
the year starting next July I. 
2. But the “ cash” budget, which 
includes social security trust fund 
accounts and other items not count­ 
ed in the regular administrative 
budget, probably will show a bal­ 
ance for the first time in several 
years. 
This picture came from congres­ 
sional sources who are in close 
touch with administration fiscal 
“ planning, but who asked not to be 
quoted by name. 
Revised figures for the current 
years, ending next June 30, indi­ 
cate spending of $72.1 billion and 
revenue of $68.3 billion. This would 
be an administrative deficit of $3.8 
billion. The “ cash” deficit for this 
year is estimated at $500 million. 
Congressmen said the adminis­ 
tration would feel it has made good 
^progress if it can eliminate the cash 
^ d eficit next >*ar in the face of 
scheduled revenue losses. They said 
administration officials are bank­ 
ing strongly on a balanced admin­

Churchill, at 79 and in the twi­ 
light of his historic life, is believed 
to have one final and great am ­ 
bition as his crowning contribu- 
3 tion to civilization. 
It is to help, as architect or 
engineer, 
to 
establish 
abiding 
peace in the world. As a starter 
he wants a meeting between him ­ 
self. President Eisenhower, R us­ 
sia's 
P re rn i e r 
Malenkov 
and 
France's Prem ier Laniel. 
Usually at such a top level con­ 
ference there is an agenda—a p ro -! 
gram of what shall be discussed, 
just that and nothing else. There 
is something to be said for this, 
and something against it. 
By knowing exactly beforehand 
what topics they are to talk about, 
the heads of government can go 
well prepared to such a conference. 
They can go with plenty of re ­ 
search, briefing and advice from 
their experts. 
An agenda 
also makes for a 
^ speedier end to a conference than 
fif the men taking part in it had no 
agenda and were free to wander 
afield, 
discussing problems 
that 
come to the mind. 
So, while a conference with an 
agenda might be able to coneen- j 
trate on a few' items, it would 
sacrifice the chance, if any, for a 
more relaxed meeting which could 
cover, and perhaps settle, difficul­ 
ties which somebody just happened 
to bring up. 
^ 
The American government takes 
a different view. Before any top 
level Big Four meeting, it wants ; 
the foreign ministers of the United i 
States, Britain, Russia and France 
to meet—with an agenda. 
Last 
Wednesday 
Secretary 
of 
State Dulles flew' to London to con­ 
fer with Britain’s Foreign Secre­ 
tary. Anthony Eden and F ran ce’s 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault. 
^ They had a number of problems : 
to talk about: 
Trieste, Korea, and suggesting 
to Russia some way of getting to­ 
gether with her to talk about a 
peace settlement on Germany and 
Austria, particularly Germany. 
The three ministers seemed to 
have a choice: .suggest that they 
meet with Russia’s Foreign Min­ 
ister Molotov or accept Churchill’s 
idea and suggest a meeting be­ 
t w e e n him, Eisenhower, Malenkov 
and Laniel. 
On the day Dulles flew to Lon­ 
don, the Swedish Academy was 
g ’ving Churchill the Nobel prize 
for his writings and his oratory. 
His oratory was “ scintillating,” the 
academy said. 
That night, after both the an­ 
nouncement and the American sec­ 
retary of state had arrived, Chur­ 
chill had a chance to try out his 
^ o ra to ry , at least in conversational 
form. 
He had Dulles, Eden and Bidault 
In to dinner. And he had them 
back the next day for lunch before 
their three-day meeting began.

Mu ch inju ry 
can be done to th e h u m a n body

Precau tions To Be Taken 
One common form of electrical 
energy th a t can be v ery dang er­ 
ou s is ligh tning. To lessen its 
dangers, du ring electrical storms, 
one sh ou ld av oid open fields. One 
sh ou ld not, h owev er, take cov er 
u nder trees w h en th ere is danger 
of ligh tning. 
Th e most frequ ent cau se of 
electrical accidents is tou ch ing 
defectiv e 
electrical 
equ ipm ent 
with wet h ands, perh aps wh ile in 
th e bath tu b or sh ower, ju st by 
accident. 
Prompt Treatm ent 
Prompt, carefu l tre a tm e nt Is 
needed for electric sh ock v ictims. 
If th e person is still in contact 
w ith th e electric wire, th e cu r­ 
re nt m u st be switch ed off or th e 
circu it broken. 
Th e person try ing to do rescu e 
work sh ou ld stand on some ty pe 
of insu lating m aterial if possible, 
su ch as a th ick ru bber ru g, a 
ru bber m at, or ev en linoleu m, be­ 
fore try ing to remov e th e v ictim 
from electric wires. Th e v ictim 
sh ou ld be grasped with ru bber 
glov es ra th e r th a n th e rescu er’s 
bare h ands.

* arou nd th e rescu er’s h ands or 
feet, or a piece of wood or broom 
may be u sed to pu sh th e patient 
from th e cu rrent. 


Artificial Respiration 
Immediately u pon rescu e from 
th e electric wire, artificial respi­ 
ration sh ou ld be started. Some­ 
times it may take as long as fou r 
h ou rs of artificial respiration to 
j sav e a person. Very often, th e 
h eart is beating so irregu larly 
th a t th e ch est mu st be opened 
and th e h eart massaged by a 
ph y sician, in order to restore th e 
normal beat. Of cou rse, th e sh ock 
and th e bu rns from th e electric 
cu rrent will also h av e to be 
treated by a ph y sician. 
Th e most im portant th ing to 
remember concerning bu rns is 
th a t one sh ou ld take precau tions 
not to tou ch dangerou s wires. 
Remember th a t electrocu tion can 
resu lt from liv e wires. 
Since 
electric sh ock u su ally 
cau ses fatalities in as m any as 
fifty per cent of th e cases, ex ­ 
treme cau tion is th e best cu re. 
Wiring in th e h ome sh ou ld be 
ch ecked from time to time as a 
safegu ard. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mr. J. L.: Wh y are persons with 
u lcers in most cases forbidden to 
drink and smoke? 
Answer: Since both smoking 
and th e drinking of alcoh olic 
bev erages act as a stim u lant for 
th e secretions of h y droch loric 
acid and oth er digestiv e ju ices, 
th ey may perpetu ate and ev en 
increase th e sy mptoms of th e 
u lcer. Th erefore, it is inadv isable 
for a person su ffering from th is 
disease to eith er smoke or drink 
alcoh olic bev erages.

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A VOLUNTEER RECORD 
A 19-YEAR-OLD GIRL visited the o l d 
Montefiore Hospital in New York and was 
so distressed by what she saw that she re­ 
turned next day as a volunteer aid. That 
was 63 years ago, and it was a service she 
never discontinued. Now. at the age of 82, 
Mrs. Dore Felbel travels by taxi—the gaso­ 
line buggy had not been invented when she 
began—for one day’s work a week at the 
Bronx institution, and hopes to continue to 
do so until the end. 
A trustee of the hospital today, she has 
just been honored by a scroll for “loyal 
and devoted service.” It is believed she is 
the oldest of all hospital volunteers in New7 
York, if not in the country, in length of 
time served. 
Most persons can recall some distinct 
turning points in their lives. Mrs. Felbel is 
in no doubt about hers. Not for her did the 
gay 90s live up to their name. They wrere 
years devoted to the relief of human suf­ 
fering, as were the decades to follow.

LAFF-A-DAY 


FEDERAL COURT JAM 
BECAUSE OF A SHORTAGE of federal 
judges and an increase in the number of 
civil suits, there is a mounting backlog of 
cases in the federal courts which Congress 
can hardly ignore at its next session. 
Charges of injustice through l a p s e of 
time awaiting trial are increasing. Backlog 
of untried civil ceases at the end of fiscal 
1953 was 65,837—the highest on record. It is 
a hardship especially for small business­ 
men and other citizens with limited means 
to support prolonged legal wrangles. 
In the past fiscal year there was an aver­ 
age time lag of 12.4 months between filing 
of a civil case in a federal district court 
and the decision. It was the longest average 
interval on record. In a federal district 
court in New York the average lapse of 
time between filing of a suit and decision 
was 47.2 months. 
It is a situation that is growing worse. In 
1952, for each judge 233 civil suits were 
terminated, while 261 new7 cases w7ere being 
filed. Causes of the increasing case load on 
judges stem from increased federal control 
activity in many fields and the huge expan­ 
sion of private business. Rapid population 
growth also is a factor. 


Nationalism remains the strongest mass 
motive in Europe and Asia. Only in the 
United States does internationalism find a 
popular following. No European statesman 
can stand before his countrymen who ig­ 
nores this nationalistic sentiment. Since the 
end of World War ll, nationalistic propa­ 
ganda has been intensified among every 
people except the American. 
The Trieste problem can only be under­ 
stood if viewed from this standpoint. 
For several centuries, Trieste was the 
chief port ol the Austro-Hungarian Empire. 
It was ar. ancient city, founded perhaps at 
the time of the Emperor Vespasian of the 
Roman Empire. At that time it was inhab­ 
ited by Celts and Illyrian tribes. In t h e 
course of history, Italians, Slovenes a n d 
Austro-Germans settled in Trieste and the 
population became, as in most port cities, 
an assimilation of many races of man. The 
present resulting breed regards itself prin­ 
cipally as Italian with a large Slovene mi­ 
nority. 
The Adriatic has at times been an Italian 
sea. That is not so today. Trieste lies in 
Yugoslav territory, part of the Istrian Pen­ 
insula. which has, in its long history, been 
held bv the Roman Empire, by Venice, by 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire, by Italy and 
by Yugoslavia. Trieste, being an excellent 
port, was at one time of great commercial 
value; to Austria it was tremendously im­ 
portant because it was the only Austrian 
outlet to the Adriatic and the Mediterran­ 
ean. That importance does not exist today, 
either for Yugoslavia or for Italy. 
Venice is, of course, a better Italian port 
and the Yugoslavs possess Fiume ( n o w 
called Rijeka) and a long coastline. Trieste j 
is today not a place to fight over, but na­ 
tionalism is. 
On the other hand, Trieste was given to 
Italy by the Treaty of Paris in 1919 and was 
made into a Free City in 1947. Here is a dot 
on the map which has for many years been 
a serious international problem, because ; 
the Italians claim it as an Italian-speaking 
city; the Yugoslavs claim it because it is 
geographically part of Yugoslavia. And \ 
anyone can start a fight and be called a liar i 
by saying that it is Italian or Yugoslavian, 
depending on who is in the audience. 
Now appear two other problems: T i t o 
has, since his break with the Russians, 
been building a Balkan Federation. In this 
effort, he has made considerable progress 
with Greece and Turkey. He has been re­ 
sisted in Bulgaria, Rumania, Albania, but 
in each of these countries there are Tao­ 
ist elements. As a matter of fact, the move­ 
ment for a Balkan Federation after World 
| War II started in Bulgaria under Georgi 
, Dimitrov, head of the Third International,

Tito has been gaining strength because

ELECTRIC pow er v/as once th e 
feared force t h a t atom ic powac is 
today. T h en its energy was h a r ­ 
nessed an d it grew to be looked 
upo n prim arily as a m ost useful 
servant. 
However, p rec au tio n s should be 
ta k e n in respect to th e p o te n tia l 
d an g e r

shock an d burns. M uch in ju ry 
ca n be done to th e h u m a n body 
by

th ro u g h th e body. 
P recautions To Be Taken 
O ne com m on fo rm of electrical 
energy t h a t can be very d a n g e r ­ 
ous is lightning. To lessen its 
dangers, d u rin g electrical storm s, 
one should avoid open fields. O ne 
should not, how ever, ta k e cover 
u n d e r trees w h en th e re is d a n g e r 
of lightning. 
T h e m ost fre q u en t cause of 
electrical accidents is to u ch in g 
defective 
electrical 
eq u ip m en t 
w ith w et h an d s, p e rh a p s while in 
th e b a th tu b or show er, ju s t by 
accident. 
Prom pt T reatm ent 
P ro m p t, carefu l tr e a tm e n t Is 
need ed for electric shock victim s. 
If th e person is still in c o n ta c t 
w ith th e electric wire, th e c u r ­ 
r e n t m u s t be sw itched off or th e 
circu it broken. 
T h e person try in g to do rescue 
w ork should s ta n d on som e type 
of in su latin g m a te ria l if possible, 
su ch as a thick rubber rug, a 
ru b b er m a t, or even linoleum , be­ 
fore try in g to rem ove th e victim 
from electric wires. T h e victim 
should be grasped w ith ru b b er 
gloves r a th e r th a n th e rescuer's 
bare han d s. If these ara not av a il­ 
able. dry clothing mav be wrarned 


around th e rescu er’s h a n d s or 
feet, or a piece of wood or broom 
m ay be used to push th e p a tie n t 
from the current. 


Artificial Respiration 
Im m ediately upon rescue from 
th e electric wire, artificial respi­ 
ration should be started . S om e­ 
tim es it m ay tak e as long as four 
hours of artificial respiration to 
save a person. Very often, th e 
h e a rt is beating so irregularly 
th a t th e chest m u st be opened 
an d th e h e a rt m assaged by a 
physician, in order to restore th e 
norm al beat. Of course, th e shock 
and th e b urns from th e electric 
cu rren t 
will 
also 
have 
to 
be 
I treated by a physician. 
T he m ost im p o rta n t th in g to 
rem em ber concerning burns Is 
th a t one should take precau tio n s 
not to touch dangerous wires. 
R em em ber t h a t electrocution can 
result from live wires. 
Since 
electric 
shock 
usually 
causes fatalities in as m an y as 
fifty per c e n t of th e cases, e x ­ 
trem e cau tio n is th e best cure. 
Wiring in th e hom e should be 
checked from tim e to tim e as a 
safeguard. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mr. J. L.: W hy are persons w ith 


I ulcers in m ost cases forbidden to 
drink a n d sm oke? 
Answer: Since both sm oking 
an d th e d rin k in g of alcoholic 
beverages a c t as a stim u la n t for 
th e secretions of hydrochloric 
acid a n d o th e r digestive juices, 
they m ay p erp e tu a te a n d even 
increase th e sy m p to m s of th e 
ulcer. T herefore, it is Inadvisable 
for a person suffering from th is 
disease to e ith e r sm oke or d rink 
alcoholic beverages.

He w as convinced that 
1953 affords a well nigh u n p ara l­ 
leled chance to build up the p ar­ 
ty in the Old Dominion, and in­ 
directly throughout Dixie. Dalton 
Is easily the m ost appealing Re­ 
publican nom inee who could have 
been Selected. He is cam paigning 
aggressively in all p arts of the 
state. 
The nom inee of the COP is pit­ 
ted against fo rm er congressm an 
and 
fo rm e r 
speaker 
of 
the 
H ouse of D elegates Thom as B. 
Stanley who has served effective­ 
ly, but not brilliantly, in both the

Ruth, 
Bobby 
Jones,

Grange and Bill Tilden. 
“ My wife died in 1927 a blood 
clot.’’ 
said 
Sande, 
lowering

head for a moment. That was the 
bitterest tragedy of his career. 
Perhaps the blow m ade him a

of this situation to attack him in 
his own country where the peo­ 
ple are extremely nationalistic and 
anti-Italian. He had been looking 
forward to a break away by a sat­ 
ellite state. 
On the other hand, the last elec­ 
tion in Italy showed that American 
prestige had fallen in that country 
since 1948. The pro-American P re ­ 
mier De G asped was virtually de­ 
feated and ultimately r e m o v e d 
from power. 
The Italian Communist P arty is 
enormously strong and curiously 
enough, it is nationalistic. The pres­ 
ent government in Italy, u n d e r 
Giuseppe Pella, is not sufficiently 
strong and needs some kind of vic­ 
tory. Pressure is put upon it to join 
the European Defense Community, 
which is not absolutely necessary 
for Italy but Italy is needed 
by 
EDC. While it might be of some 
profit for Italy to join, the Commu­ 
nists object and they can unseat the 
government. 
So the United States makes the 
move of giving a zone in Trieste 
to Italy, which strengthens P e l l a 
and may make it possible for him 
to put over m embership in EDC but 
weakens Tito, whom we also need 
if Soviet Russia is not to be on the 
Adriatic. 
World leadership sure has got us 
into quandaries, problems, impon­ 
derables and uncertainties. And it 
all costs money and keeps Ameri­ 
can boys away from home.

Bob Brehmer when he volunteered ' 
to give it a bath with a l a w n 
hose. In the far west, Al Smith was 
denouncing the GOF, and in Wash­ 
ington it was announced Herbert 
Hoover would change his election­ 
eering and “ talk more.” 
At Circleville, the bear wa t t 
ready to join pontes, dogs a n d 
monkeys in one of the 
show’s j 
free acts. Bee Kyle was billed as 
the lady high diver, and other al­ 
titude artists waited to touch off 
thrills on the “ slide for life” and 
horizontal bar. 
Members of The Herald staff 
were telling how four of them took 
an airplane 
ride, 
“riding 
back- i 
wards, upside down and at 70 miles 1 
per hour 2,000 feet 
above 
the 
ground.” They all agreed with Pi- j 
lot Larry Harris “ it is 
a 
very 
queer sensation to look up and see 
the top of the courthouse roof.” 
The district 
was 
mourning 
the 
death of Albert Teegardin, 91, of 
Madison Township. And Mr. a n d 
Mrs. C. A. Presbaeh were observ­ 
ing their golden wedding anniver­ 
sary. 
For the Pumpkin Show, the 
Tweedle Brothers were proclaim­ 
ed “ famous oldtime musicians.” 
And to help them add melody to 
the program there were many 
others, including: the Charles E. 
Wright instrumental and v o c a l 
quartet, Ycllowbud band, Frank 
Carbone band, 
Immell’s band, 
Lancaster Liberty band. Adelphi 
K.P. band, and the Laurelville 
band. 
The Chicago Cubs let it be known 
they were willing to pay $200,000 for 
Rogers Hornsby, then with the Bos­ 
ton Braves. And Byron Eby was a 
star halfback running wild for the 
Ohio State Buckeyes. A big adver­ 
tisement was proud of “ the 5,000 
who daily become owners of t h e 
new' Ford car”. And a patent med­ 
icine promised new health and hap­ 
piness no matter what the ailment. 
Although the city had yet to de­ 
clare the 1928 show officially 
open, judging had already start­ 
ed among the Girl's Clothing 
Club exhibits. And ribbons were 
soon to be awarded also in dis­ 
plays put forth by the Girl’s 
Food Club. Competition between 
the farm youth entries was due 
to furnish some of the show’s 
best attractions. 
The Herald recalled “ The Great 
War of IO Years Ago” . The Ger­ 
mans in 1918 were “ commencing a 
j vast retreat in northern Belgium.” 
Foch’s entrenched line was moved 


up to within a mile of Thielt in the 
struggle “Over There.” And Amer­ 
ican dougnboys were waging a bit­ 
ter fight against the Bolsheviks 
along the Dvina in Northern Rus­ 
sia. 
Pumpkin Show visitors were as- 
sued that the second day of the 
festival would be “ the greatest of 
all days,” due to the glitter a n d 
gayety of the Cricleville School 
Pageant. It was believed the Amer­ 
ican 
Legion 
Drum 
Corps from 
Greenfield would join the other mu­ 
sicians before the prografn w a s 
finished, and the whole celebra­ 
tion was “expected to be far larger 
than any other of the 
Pumpkin 
Shows.”

Gordon pointed out, “ and we ought 
to know what w e're talking about. 
There is only one correct way 
to 
m ake a pumpkin-berger. 
First you m ust mix the 
pump­ 
kin thoroughly with the hamburg. 
Let’s not be for just placing them 
side by side, or putting 
a 
touch 
here and a touch there—mix 
’em 
up! It’s the im portant 
first step. 
Then roast 
the 
m ixture—really 
roast it. Don’t try to fry it, or just 
thaw' it out. It has to be roasted, 
and then it has to be kept warm. 
Never let a pumpkin-berger forget 
that it’s a pumpkin-berger! 
“ As a m atter of fact, the biggest 
secret of all is in serving pumpkin- 
bergers when they’re sizzling hot. 
Serve ’em so hot it will have the 
folks guessing whether they're e a t­

Dresbach, Colville And Shea Making 
Show Boom With Strangest Teamplay 


A casual observer 
of the 
g ty 
m adness that leads into 
Circle- 
v ille’s famed Pum pkin Show each 
year sum m ed 
up 
the 
way 
Ned 
Dresbach, Bob Colville and J a m e s 
P. Shea team up in the festival’s 
leadership. 
“ Dresbach goes clockw ise,” he 
said, “ while Colville goes coun­ 
ter-clockwise. 
And 
m eanwhile. 
Shea jumps up and down in the 
m iddle.” In its picture of hard­ 
working cogs and arm s aiming at 
the one big purpose, the off-hand 
description has som e m erit. 
The three men have, by 
some 
formula best known to them selves, 
devised a system by which the n a ­ 
tionally-known festival consistently 
has been able to live up to its 
“ bigger and b etter” 
a d v a n c e 
claim s. 
Along 
with 
M ayor 
Ed 
Am ey and Ben Gordon, they m ake 
up the top com m and when “ show 
tim e ” arrives each year. 
Nobody has ever insisted that the 
methods used to launch the annual 
Pumpkin Shows would also be b a­ 
sically sound for all sim ilar events 
in other 
communities. 
Like 
the 
Show itself, the preparatory pro­ 
cedure is “ different”—and it pays 
exceptional dividends in the finish­ 
ed product.

THE PROCESS in which the two 
kingpins build each show by a whirl 
of seem ingly disconnected 
activi­ 
ties, while “ Shea jum ps 
up 
and 
down in the m iddle,” is strictly of 
Circleville pattern. Anyplace else it 
could bring, instead of a successful 
show', a ghastly form of com m u­ 
nity derailment. 
Secret of the 
explanation 
a p ­ 
pears to rest in the fact that each 
of the men, holding key duties in 
the cumbersome project, has 
his 
ow’n proven way of putting plans 
into reality—end best of all, knows 
t strange way of 
blending 
h i s 
work with that of the others. 
Dresbach and Colville cam e qui­ 
etly onto the Pum pkin Show scene 
at a time when the festival faced 
an uncertain future. Their nam es 
began to figure prom inently in the 
planning while A m erica w’as 
still 
drawing slowly out of the g reat d e­ 
pression—the early 30’s when peo­ 
ple everywhere, by bitter experi­ 
ence, eyed all plans with 
painful 
caution. 
Dresbach, 
now 
secretary 
of 
bum pkin Show Inc., took over as 
chairm an of the show’s poultry 
exhibit in 1935—the sam e job in 
which, nearly 15 years l a t e r , 
Shea began to attract notice 
as 
an energetic show worker. Col­ 
ville, now P i c k a w a y County 
treasurer and widely hailed 
as 
* “ Mr, Pumpkin Show,” becam e a 
director of the steering organiza­ 
tion in 1932. 
Both men had begun to help the 
annual celebration in dozens of lit­ 
tle but effective w ays long before 
their nam es were listed a m o n g 
those in charge. Then, 
gradually 
through the years, the reins were 
turned over to “ Ned and Bob”—and 
the fact that they drive successfully 
bolding only one rein each is only 
proof of the show ’s unique caliber. 
Much of the central portion of the 
great task, which 
brings 
results 
t o r t carry Circleville’s n am e 
all 
over the country, is now handled 
by Dresbach. But m eanwhile Col­ 
ville, who moved 
up to 
become 
treasurer of Pum pkin Show Inc., is 
busy roaming far and wide to han ­ 


dle the far-flung contacts—and then 
I closing in on the local scene when 
J the show’ opens to iron out the w rin­ 
kles as fast as they appear.

In 1951, he joined the trustees 
of Pumpkin Show, Inc., and this 
year also was put in charge of 
bands for the annual celebration, 
replacing Barbara C askey w h o 
had taken over the post form erly 
held by Dan McClain. 
Like D resbach and Colville, Shea 
sees nothing unusual in his o u t ­ 
standing efforts for the Show'. 
“ I ’ve always liked the P um pkin 
Show,” he explained, “ and like to 
do w hatever I can for com m unity 
affairs.”
